Successful Mechanical Heart Pumps Man s Blood 
Through Body Without Harm For Nearly An Hour 


DETROIT, Oct. 17—IM—A suc­ 
cessful mechanical heart, to give 
human hearts a holiday, was an­ 
nounced here Friday. For 50 min­ 
utes, the amazing little machine 
pumped a m an’s blood through his 
body. 
Rumbling like a quiet washing 
machine, it bypassed the left side 
of his heart. It detoured the blood 
a coming from his lungs, and pulsed 
it back into his arteries. 
Empty of blood, with no work to 
do, the still-beating heart was open­ 
ed to repair a faulty valve. 
The man, 41, and not identified, 
Is alive and well, three months after 


the historic operation July 3. 
This human 
success 
marks 
a 
milestone in medicine. With mech­ 
anical hearts, the heart 
can 
be 
laid open for new surgery, under 
direct view. 
With part or all the heart emp­ 
tied, surgeons can better remove 
foreign objects, repair valves or 
dangerously bulging weak spots in 
heart walls, to take out tumors, 
plug holes in the heart's dividing 
walls. The spare hearts might some­ 
day help save people whose own 
hearts stop.

Edward Hill and Dr. Robert A. I 
Gerisch of Harper Hospital here. 
General Motors engineers helped 
develop the mechanical heart, and 
are working on an artificial lung, i 
The surgeons said their patient j 
is definitely improved, but it is not 
yet fully known how much he bene­ 
fited from his operation. 
Rheumatic fever had left him 
with an enlarged heart valve. It 
failed to close completely when the 
lower left chamber, the left ventri­ 
cle, of his heart pumped to send 
blood into his arteries. Some blood 
coursed back up through the bad 
valve into the left auricle, the up­ 


per chamber which first collects 
blood coming from the lungs. 
Any exercise made him short of 
breath. He was seriously ill. 
This is how the mechanical heart 
helped him: 
The surgeons opened his chest. 
A tube was pushed into the pul- 1 
monary artery, which brings blood 
from the lungs. Part of the left 
auricle was clamped off. 
The machine sucked the blood 
from his auricle, then pumped it 
back through another tube insert­ 
ed into the m an’s aorta, the great 
main artery coming from the ven­ 
tricle. For nearly an hour no blood 


was going through the left side of 
his heart. 
For 14 minutes of this time, the 
surgeons had his heart open, oper­ 
ating on the valve to make it close 
normally. They sewed up the heart, 
later disconnected the machine. 
In full operation, the spare heart 
pumps 4ta quarts of blood a min­ 
ute. as the adult heart does. 
It 
maintains even pressure. 
It is small, only 10 inches long. 
12 inches wide, 17 high. 
It is a 
metal-encased electric motor, with 
rubber 
tubing, 
glass 
chambers, 
stainless steel valves. It is primed 
with a half-pint of donated blood.

MOSCOW, Oct. 17—(ÆV—The Sov­ 
iet Communist Party named its 
new- high command 
Friday and 
kept Joseph Stalin firmly in all the 
top jobs. 
The party’s new Central Commit­ 
tee announced election of a Présid­ 
ai ium of 25 members and 11 alter­ 
nates to replace the old Politburo 
and a 10-man Secretariat to super­ 
vise party administration. Stalin 
was 
named 
head of

groups. Also elected was a new 
chairman of the party Control Com­ 
mittee which has charge of party 
discipline. 
The 
Presidium 
is 
more 
than 
twice the size of the old Politburo 
of 11 members and one alternate. 
#• Replacing the Politburo, it will di­ 
rect the work of the Central Com­ 
mittee between the party’s quad­ 
rennial full sessions and will also 
take over the duties of the old Org- 
buro, 
the 
organization 
bureau, 
which dealt with party organiza­ 
tion. The Secretariat also was en­ 
larged. It formerly had only five 
members. 
Stalin’s top rank in

was emphasized by the placing of 
4 his name out of alphabetical order 
at the head of the announced list­ 
ing of both the Presidium and Sec­ 
retariat. All other names were giv­ 
en in their Russian alphabetical or­ 
der.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17 — UP)— 
Iranian Prem ier Mossadegh has 
had the distinction of punching a 
lion in the nose while kicking him­ 
self in the pants at the same time. 
When he threw’ the British out 
and nationalized the Iranian oil 
fields last year he cut off his own 
country’s main source of income. 
There \vas a bit of a gamble in 
what Mossadegh did. He knew the 
West badly needed oil. So it must 
have seemed likely to him he could 
settle on his own term s. 
It became clear as time passed 
that he had underestimated the 
British or had been operating more 
on personal emotion than on long- 
range planning. Instead of being ; 
able to proceed with Iranian de­ 
velopment and sale of its own oil, 
he discovered a couple of unpleas­ 
ant facts of life: 
The British set up a 
boycott 
against Iranian oil; and develop­ 
ment of oil elsewhere was stepped 1 
up to offset the loss from Iran. 
And, as time went on, Iran be­ 
gan to suffer. The royalty paid by 
the British for the oil taken from 
the country had made up at least 
one third of the Iranian govern­ 
m ent’s total revenue. When the 
ousted British stopped paying the 
royalty, the Iranian government 
was hurt economically. 
This week stories from Iran indi­ 
cated Mossadegh may have started 
to lose some of his support. Thurs­ 
day he broke off relations with Brit­ 
ain.

Against W age Board's

COLUMBUS, Oct. 17— 
Prac­ 
tically all of Ohio's 10.000 coal min* 
ers were off the job Friday as the 
United Mine Workers Union protest 
strike grew. 
The UMW Is protesting failure 
of the Wage Stabilization Henri 
to act on a $1.90-a-day pay In­ 
crease in a new contract, negoti­ 
ated in September. 
Reports from the Eastern Ohio 
coal fields said all 5,200 miners 
were on strike Friday. The last 
miners to work were the day shift 
at Powohatan Mine No. 3 in BeL 
mont County. The afternoon shift 
at that mine did not report. 
Columbus agents for mines In 
the Hocking Valley said only one 
mine w as known to be working Fri­ 
day. It was the Denise mine near 
Corning in Perry County. There are 
about 20 mines in the area. 
• • • 
THERE WERE NO indications 
when the 
men would return to 
work. Adolph Pacifico, head of the 
union’s District 6, had no comment. 
The protest strike of 150,000 min­ 
ers crept through the nation’s coal 
fields and producers pressed for 
price increases as the WSB made 
another attempt to decide the legal­ 
ity of the recent soft coal pap 
boost. 
Price officials in Washington said 
the Office of Price Stabilization 
was awaiting WSB action before 
considering officially the many re­ 
quests received from producer* for 
a ceiling price increase.

Labor members ef the WSB* 
who angrily rejected a “suggest- 
ion” from Economic StaMMsar 
Roger Putnam that the WSB 
postpone its study ef the case far 
several days, were ready te give 
their approval to the wage beset.

Successful Mechanical Heart Pumps Man s Blood 
Through Body Without Harm For Nearly An Hour 


DETROIT, Oct. 17-UPi-A suc- 
ce>>ful mechanical heart, to give 
human hearts a holiday, was an­ 
nounced here Friday. For 50 min­ 
utes, the amazing little machine 
pumped a man’s blood through his 
body. 
Rumbling like a quiet washing 
machine, it bypassed the left side 
of his heart. It detoured the blood 
a coming from his lungs, and pulsed 
it back into his arteries. 
Empty of blood, with no work to 
do, the still-beating heart was open­ 
ed to repair a faulty valve. 
The man, 41, and not identified, 
is alive and well, three months after 


the historic operation July 3. 
This human 
success 
marks 
a 
milestone in medicine. With mech­ 
anical hearts, the heart 
can 
be 
laid open for new surgery, under 
direct view. 
With part or all the heart emp­ 
tied. surgeons can better remove 
foreign objects, repair valves or 
d. ngerously bulging weak spots in 
heart walls, to take out tumors, 
plug holes in the heart's dividing 
walls. The spare hearts might some­ 
day help save people whose own 
hearts stop.

Edward Hill and Dr. Robert A. 
Gerisch of Harper Hospital here. 
General Motors engineers helped 
develop the mechanical heart, and 
are working on an artificial lung. 
The surgeons said their patient 
is definitely improved, but it is not 
yet fully known how much he bene­ 
fitted from his operation. 
Rheumatic fever had 
left 
him 
with an enlarged heart valve. It 
failed to close completely when the 
' lower left chamber, the left ventri­ 
cle, of his heart pumped to send 
blood into his arteries. Some blood 
coursed back up through the bad 
valve into the left auricle, the up­ 


per chamber which first collects 
blood coming from the lungs. 
Any exercise made him short of 
breath. He was seriously ill. 
This is how' the mechanical heart 
helped him: 
The surgeons opened his chest 
A tube was pushed into the pul 
monary artery, which brings blood 
from the lungs. Part of the left 
auricle was clamped off. 
The machine sucked the blood 
from his auricle, then pumped it 
back through another tube insert­ 
ed into the man’s aorta, the great 
main artery coming from the ven­ 
tricle. For nearly an hour no blood 


was going through the left side of 
his heart. 
For 14 minutes of this time, the 
surgeons had his heart open, oper­ 
ating on the valve to make it close 
normally. They sewed up the heart, 
later disconnected the machine. 
In full operation, the spare heart 
pumps 41* quarts of blood a min­ 
ute. as the adult heart does. 
It 
maintains even pressure. 
It is small, only IO inches long, 
12 inches wide, 17 high. 
It is a 
metal-encased electric motor, with 
rubber 
tubing, 
glass 
chambers, 
stainless steel valves. It is primed 
with a half-pint of donated blood.

Iranian Chief 
Punches Lion, 
Kicks Self Too 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17 — en— 
Iranian Premier Mossadegh has 
had the distinction of punching a 
lion in the nose while kicking him­ 
self in the pants at the same time. 
When he threw the British out 
and nationalized the Iranian oil 
fields last year he cut off his own 
country’s main source of income. 
There Vas a bit of a gamble in 
what Mossadegh did. He knew the 
West badly needed oil, So it must 
have seemed likely to him he could 
settle on his own terms. 
It became clear as time passed 
that he had underestimated the 
British or had been operating more 
on personal emotion than on long- 
range planning. Instead of being 
able to proceed with Iranian de­ 
velopment and sale of its own oil, 
he discovered a couple of unpleas­ 
ant facts of life: 
The British set up a boycott 
against Iranian oil; and develop­ 
ment of oil elsewhere was stepped 
up to offset the loss from Iran. 
And, as time went on. Iran be­ 
gan to suffer. The royalty paid by 
the British for the oil taken from 
the country had made up at least 
one third of the Iranian govern­ 
ment's total revenue. When the 
ousted British stopped paying the 
royalty, the Iranian government 
was hurt economically. 
This week stories from Iran indi­ 
cated Mossadegh may have started 
to lose some of his support. Thurs­ 
day he broke off relations with Brit­ 
ain. What now?

Robert A. Taft said Friday he has 
found “ the great majority of the 
people really do ‘like Ike’ ” and 
predicted Gen. Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower would win the election. 
The Ohio senator, who was Eis­ 
enhower’s chief rival for the Re­ 
publican presidential nomination, 
said that after three weeks of cam ­ 
paigning he had become convinced 
Eisenhower’s “ very wide personal 
popularity” would be a key factor 
in a COP triumph. 
Taft said that if Eisenhower wins,

He added, however, that Eisen­ 
hower could win without New’ York 
"particularly if he can 
add Vir­ 
ginia, Tennessee and Texas to his 
column, which I believe to be very 
likely.”

hower asset was that he started 
the campaign “ without any ene­ 
mies, and without having given of­ 
fense to any large section of the 
people because he has not had to 
take a position on many domestic 
controversial issues during the last 
IO years.”

house), other soundings gave even 
heavier reactions in favor of the 
plan. 


A casual series of sidewalk in­ 
terviews along Court street and in 
some of the business establish­ 
ments tallied 20 persons in favor of 
the charter, 6 opposed and 5 unde­ 
cided. 


The only available fair s p o t 
check especially directed toward 
local women appeared to show 
little to choose between the pros 
and cons, “with possibly a slight 
margin in favor of the charter.”

Revives System,

Pickaway County Sheriff Charles 
Badcliff took a deep breath one re­ 
cent afternoon and yelled “ Pump­ 
kin Show!”—square into the mouth- 
Diece of a near-forgotten speaking 
Wabe on the main floor of the court­ 
house. And upstairs in the Clerk of 
Courts office, at the other end of 
the tube, the same words bellowed 
out through the dust of maybe a 
quarter-century. 
“Pumpkin Show!” 
Thus was solved part of the mys­ 
tery of the tube’s strange silence 
since prior to the time of the court­ 
house remodeling. And thus, appro­ 
priately at this time of year, wrs 
the blame attributed to the monk- 
eyshines of some other, long-past 
pumpkin panic. 
“ It works!” , the sheriff beamed 
to those gathered around him. “ It 
works!” , they shouted up and down 
the halls “It works!” , somebody 
relayed outside to corner of Court 
and Franklin. 


• AND ON the little white bench 
Tiear the telephone booth, a sleepy 
gentleman leaned over to a com­ 
panion fast aslCep and whispered: 
“ It works!” 
Only a few officials and even 
fewer attaches at the courthouse 
had any information on the build­ 
ing’s old speaking tube system, 
much less the answer as to why it 
had gone on the blink ever so long 
ago. 
The original layout of the inter­ 
office “ whistle” telephone, in fact, 
is still a point upon which not all 
agree. 
An investigating group that set 
out on a tour of the building re­ 
ceived uncertain receptions in 
some 
departments 
when 
the 
probers walked in and began tap­ 
ping on the walls and shouting at 
the calendar. And then, when it 
^ seemed agreed that some ends of 
" th e tube system have been sealed 
up since the rciurthouse was re- 
modeled, tk* Problem was no 
clearer for malty bystanders. 
When they '¿anted to talk to 
somebody else, they said, they usu­ 
ally telephoned or went to see 
them. While not being rude, they 
nevertheless tfere cautious toward 
people who wanted to talk through 
the plaster. 
Bob Colville felt certain one of 
the old tube ends could be found in 
the wall* of the County Auditor’s of­ 
fice. This may still be true, but the 


girls on Fred Tipton’s staff indicat­ 
ed doubt—especially when nobody 
seemed quite sure where the other 
end was located. 
» • • 


SHERIFF RADCUFF 
himself 
predicted the “phone” that’s still 
on the corridor wall outside his of­ 
fice would lead upstairs to the 
Clerk of Courts quarters. 
“After all.” the sheriff said, “ I 
ought to know, because my office 
used to be right here—where the 
hallway is now.” 
The sheriff is correct, but the 
Clerk of Cdurts office has not one, 
but two speaking tubes on its wall! 
And by that time nobody wanted to 
bother tracing the other one. 
The mystery of the sheriff’s si­ 
lent tube had its tipoff when 
pumpkin seeds were found cram­ 
med tight beyond the mouth­ 
piece, possibly blown down from 
the upstairs end by a prankster 
celebrating some Pumpkin Show 
long ago. 
“It could easily 
happen,” 
a 
courthouse 
m -aintenance 
man 
agreed. “I remember they once 
rolled a ball-bearing down and it 
hit whats-his-name square in the 
teeth! 
“Those things can give a pres­ 
sure, and anyway a ball bearing 
comes downhill fast.” 
“ I saw them find the pumpkin 
seeds at Charlie’s end,” Dr. A. D. 
Blackburn, county health commis­ 
sioner, intervened. “I know pump­ 
kin seeds when I see them. In fact, 
unless they’ve been taken for sou­ 
venirs there are probably a couple 
of them still in the end of the 
tube.” 


AS FOR THE pressure that could 
be built up in the tubes—to blow 
seeds, ball bearings or what-not— 
there was never any doubt. It w^s 
still evident when the tube was 
cleared the other day and the folks 
upstairs were alerted to hark for 
the sheriff’s voice coming out of 
the wall. 
Figuring the dust that had gath­ 
ered in the tube over the many si­ 
lent years, and the emphasis that 
the sheriff could be expected to put 
on the first syllable of “ pumpkin”, 
nobody could be coaxed to listen 
close to the receiving end. 
Downstairs meanwhile, 
waiting 
for his cue from the stairway, the 
, sheriff had to explain to several 
passersby. 
County Commissioner Harley 
Mace stopped and made polite in- 
I quirji when be came around the 
corner and found the sheriff star­ 
ing at the wall in the corridor. 
Mrs. Vernon Weiler was more di­ 
rect about it. It was the second 
time inside of 24 hours she had 
found a man peeking into the for­ 
gotten tube-end, so she could afford 
to be suspicious. 
“ What,” she demanded to know,” 
is going on around this place?” 
It was a question worthy of one 
so close to the law of the land.

Finally however, with the explan­ 
ations made, the seeds cleared 
from the tube, and the other end 
upstairs made ready, the sheriff 
shouted. 
Most folks agree it was indeed 
his voice they heard at the top end. 
but there will always be a few old- 
timers who shake their heads and 
wonder. 
They wonder if perhaps some fu­ 
tile message — hollered into the 
same tube during a Pumpkin Show 
many years ago—had been bottled 
up all this time, and that it was the 
voice of some departed show cele­ 
brant that w as given its freedom at 
last. 
Old speaking tubes and pumpkin 
seeds can do things like that, they 
say.

Campaign ex­ 
penses have mounted and the 
price tag on television broad­ 
casts, a comparatively new med­ 
ium in politics, is high. 
To hear the politicos tell it, they 
are worse off than poor relations. 
Republican State Chairman Ray 
C. Bliss sang the blues to local 
GOP leaders who boarded the cam­ 
paign trains of presidential nomi­ 
nee Dwight D. Eisenhower and his 
running-mate, Richard M. Nixon, 
on their Ohio tours. 
Only last week Bliss said barely 
half of this year’s quota was in 
hand. He didn’t give the figure but 
insisted it was about the same as 
for 1950, a non-presidential elec­ 
tion year.

And upstairs in the Clerk of 
Courts office, at the other end of 
the tube, the same words bellowed 
out through the dust of maybe a 
quarter-century. 
“ Pumpkin Show!” 
Thus was solved part of the m ys­ 
tery of the tube’s strange silence 
since prior to the time of the court­ 
house remodeling. And thus, appro­ 
priately at this time of year, w*s 
The blame attributed to the monk­ 
eyshines of some other, long-past 
pumpkin panic. 
“ It works!” , the sheriff beamed 
to those gathered around him. “ It 
w orks!” , they shouted up and down 
the halls 
“ It works!” , somebody 
relayed outside to corner of Court 
and franklin.

AP Political Writer 
COLUMBUS, Oct. 17 — (^ -T h e 
high cost of financing political cam ­ 
paigns has Ohio Dem ocrats 
and 
Republicans beating the bushes for 
funds. 
Party leaders complain dona­ 
tions are small. 
Campaign ex­ 
penses have 
mounted 
and 
the 
price tag on television broad­ 
casts, a comparatively new med­ 
ium in politics, is high. 
To hear the politicos tell it, they 
are worse off than poor relations. 
Republican State Chairman Ray 
C. Bliss sang the blues 
to local 
COP leaders who boarded the cam ­ 
paign trains of presidential nomi­ 
nee Dwight D. F,isenhower and his 
running mate, Richard M. 
Nixon, 
on their Ohio tours. 
Only last week Bliss said barely 
half of this year's quota was in 
hand. He didn't give the figure but 
insisted it was about the sam e as 
for 1950, a 
non presidential 
elec­ 
tion year. 
• • 
• 
REPUBLICAN headquarters re­ 
ported spending about $750,000 two 
years ago. Bliss term ed that 75 per 
cent of the 1950 budget, including 
national, state and local campaign 
quotas. On that basis, this y ear’s 
budget runs around $1 million. , 
His efforts apparently bore fruit. 
This week Bliss estim ated 61 per 
cent of the 1952 budget $600,000 had 
beon raised. 
Now Bliss is trying to get back 
some of the television tim e he can- 
! celled. 
Ohio Democrats 
operate on 
a 
different basis. Their state head­ 
quarters aids the entire ticket but 


major candidates raise and spend 
their own campaign funds.

This year headquarters is hand- j 
ling a drive to get $250,000 in $5 
contributions for the campaign of

I tribution certificates have gone o u t1 
to party workers in all of Ohio's 
more than 10.000 precincts. 
But Hanhart said 60 per cent of 
i the m o n ey raised w ill go to the 
national finance committee for the 
Stevenson Sparkman drive. The re 
mainder will be split between the 
state and local campaigns.

EUROPE’S FEAR OF WAR 
GEN. OMAR BRADLEY, chief of staff, 
reports to the President that the 14-nation 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization is now 
clicking and the basis of a true defense 
force exists. 
There are unofficial reports which differ 
with General Bradley. In London the Intel­ 
ligence Digest asserts that neutralism as 
France would not participate in another 
between the United States and Russia now 
pervades France. That publication believes 
war because it is exhausted, has no con­ 
victions and no leaders. 
The picture drawn of Italy in the same 
magazine is one of a steady movement to­ 
ward Communist control because of im­ 
poverishment and loss of faith in the old 
virtues. 
Both the official report of g r o w i n g 
strength in Western Europe and unofficial 
reports of increasing weakness cannot be 
correct. One must be wrong, or the truth 
is to be found somewhere in between. 
Probably the latter. 
Europe is so thoroughly frightened by 
the prospect of utter devastation from a 
Communist onset, even though there would 
be retaliation against Russia, that the con­ 
tinent clearly wants no war. Neither does 
America. 
In the normal course of events Europe 
should wax stronger economically and 
amass enough military strength to prevent 
uprisings from within. There will be an 
ever more fearful array of weapons in the 
hands of both the United States and Russia 
as the years pass. That may be the only 
realistic veto to a big war, and that prob­ 
ability is the way war-weary Europe is 
playing it.

CAPITALIST BAIT? 
IT WILL PROBABLY TURN OUT to be a 
capitalist plot. Moscow’s keenest investiga­ 
tors by now have turned their minds to un­ 
raveling the mystery of why American mil­ 
itary authorities paved a road near Pyong- 
taek, Korea, with gold. 
There was a time when it was standard 
capitalist propaganda that the streets of 
America were paved with gold. But acid 
tests by espionage agents long since proved 
this was no more reliable than the stories 
of a Communist Paradise in Sovietia. 
Of course, the gold used in Korea was 
not metal, but only ore used in mistake for 
gravel. At least that’s the explanation the 
Americans give. But good Communists can­ 
not be too careful. It may be bait to induce 
them to believe this is what* happens to all 
countries which throw in their lot with the 
opulent American imperialists. 


A most dishonest and irresponsible crew 
are those busy beavers who before the Chi­ 
cago convention devoted themselves day 
and night to the cause of Eisenhower and 
who, immediately upon his nomination, 
took off their false faces and reverted to 
Stevenson. They lied not only to the Amer­ 
ican people but to General Eisenhower. 
I was recently looking at a list of the ex­ 
cited mummers who gave their all f o r 
Eisenhower at that celebrated Eisenhower 
fiesta at Madison Square Garden, w h e n 
his campaign for the nomination was 
launched, to note how many of these light- 
minded Broadway moths switched f r o m 
Eisenhower to Stevenson as they had 
switched from Willkie to Roosevelt.

Abnormal Fears Usually Stem 
From Some Emotional Conflict 


ly HUMAN N. BUNDESIN, M.D. 
FEAR is one of the most Im­ 
portant emotions we have. Under 
normal conditions of living we 
can control our fears and make 
them work for us. In fact, a per­ 
son with no fear at all would be 
abnormal and at a disadvantage. 
Phobias are a different story. A 
phobia is an abnormal fear that 
has no rational basis and Is often 
more or less constant. Often the 
person with this type ot fear ad­ 
mits there is really nothing to be 
afraid of, but cannot do anything 
about It. 


May Be a Handicap 
A severe phobia can put a per­ 
son at a great disadvantage and 
take much pleasure from life. On 
the other hand, many people 
have slight phobias of one sort or 
another, and they do not seem 
to be great handicaps. 
A good example of an abnor­ 
mal fear is seen in the young 
child who has a dread of the doc­ 
tor. This is known as nyctopho­ 
bia, and usually passes as the 
child becomes older. 
Abnormal phobias which are 
very common In women are fear 
of lice and of animals. Some peo- 
pie with a fear of germs go 
around wiping door knobs, and 
will wipe silverware before using. 


A Common Phobia 
One of the most common pho­ 
bias is of closed spaces, known as 
claustrophobia. It has been com­ 


mon in many great and promi­ 
nent people. Also abnormal is 
acrophobia, the fear of being at 
a height—even a moderate one 
like a ladder or a second story 
window. 
Many have fears of starting 
fires, known as pyrophobia. There 
are also abnormal fears of pain 
and dirt, and even a fear of hav­ 
ing phobias, known as photo­ 
phobia. Fear of death is also ab­ 
normal when it is constantly on 
the mind. 


Mental Conflict 
Many times these abnormal 
fears have a definite relationship 
to a mental conflict. Usually dis­ 
cussion with a psychiatrist, or 
even talking out the matter with 
one's personal physician, will un­ 
cover the cause of the conflict, 
and this may be enough to start 
the phobia on the way out. 
Many times financial, emo­ 
tional, or sexual conflicts are the 
basis for phobias, and when the 
cause for the anxiety is discov­ 
ered, the phobia disappears. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
P. G.: I have heard that they 
are using iodine in the radio­ 
active form to treat certain dis­ 
eases. Can you tell me something 
about it? 
Answer: Radioactive iodine Is 
now being used to treat people 
with certain forms of toxic goi­ 
ter: also, with some good success, 
in treating cancer of the thyroid 
gland.

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EUROPE’S FEAR OF WAR 
GEN. OMAR BRADLEY, chief of staff, 
reports to the President that the 14-nation 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization is now 
clicking and the basis of a true defense 
force exists.

Abnorm al Fears Usually Stem 


From Some Emotional Conflict 


By HEIMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
FEAR Is one of the most Im­ 
portant emotions we have. Under 
normal conditions of living we 
can control our fears and make 
them work for us. In fact, a per­ 
son with no fear at all would be 
abnormal and at a disadvantage. 
Phobias are a different story. A 
phobia Is an abnormal fear that 
has no rational basis and is often 
more or less constant. Often the 
person with this type of fear ad­ 
mits there is really nothing to be 
afraid of, but cannot do anything| 
about It. 


May Be a Handicap 
A severe phobia can put a per­ 
son at a great disadvantage and 
take much pleasure from life. On 
the other hand, many people 
have slight phobias of one sort or 
another, and they do not seem 
to be great handicaps. 
A good example of an abnor- 
mal fear Is seen in the young 
child who has a dread of the doc­ 
tor. This Is known as nyctopho­ 
bia, and usually passes as the 
child becomes older. 
Abnormal phobias which are 
very common in women are fear 
of lice and of animals. Some peo­ 
ple with a fear of germs go 
around wiping door knobs, and 
will wipe silverware before using. 


A Common Phobia 
One of the most common pho­ 
bias Is of closed spaces, known as 
claustrophobia. It has been com -! 


mon In many great and promi­ 
nent people. Also abnormal Is 
acrophobia, the fear of being at 
a height—even a moderate one 
like a ladder or a second story 
window. 
Many have fears of starting 
fires, known as pyrophobia. There 
are also abnormal fears of pain 
and dirt, and even a fear of hav­ 
ing phobias, known as phobo- 
phobia. Fear of death is also ab­ 
normal when it Is constantly on 
the mind. 


Mental Conflict 
Many times these abnormal 
fears have a definite relationship 
to a mental conflict. Usually dis­ 
cussion with a psychiatrist, or 
even talking out the matter with 
one’s personal physician, will un­ 
cover the cause of the conflict, 
and this may be enough to start 
the phobia on the way out. 
Many times financial, emo­ 
tional, or sexual conflicts are the 
basts for phobia*, and when the 
cause for the anxiety Is discov­ 
ered. the phobia disappears.

NEW YORK- OP -T h e most 
common criminal in America to­ 
day is neither the burglar, the 
bandit nor the shady opium sales­ 
man. 
No law really protects the pub­ 
lic against him He operates with 
a smooth tongue instead of a gun, 
he rarely is strung from a gal­ 
lows as some think he deserves, 
and yet every year he walks 
away scot-free with millions. 
Who is this bold rascal? Well, 
if you are able to read, it is prob­ 
ably you — the ordinary book 
thief. 
“But I’m not a book thief,’* 
you protest. “Why, I never stole 
a book in my life.” 
Oh, yes you did. If you go in­ 
spect your books right now, the 
chances are that you’ll find it a 
book that says “stolen from the 
library of 
And the name 
written therein won’t be your 
own. 
“I only borrowed it!” You say, 
and add virtuously: “And I cer­ 
tainly intend to return it.” 
Maybe. But you probably have 
had it for years. You are holding 
this valuable property against the 
real owner’s will—of course he 
wanted it back long ago—and if 
that isn't thievery, what is it? 
He could go to court about it, 
but among book lovers there is 
a tolerant recognition of human 
frailty and a general live-and- 
let-live policy. And of course each 
knows the other fellow may break 
down sometime and buy a book 
worth borrowing himself. 
The true professional book thief 
is a scoundrel w ho steals precious 
volumes only to barter these 
priceless products of the human 
spirit for filthy cash. He is be­ 
neath the contempt of murders, 
and stands alone in the very sew­ 
er of crime. 
There is also the occasional 
kleptomaniac who has such a 
compulsion to take what doesn’t 
belong to him that he will rent a 
$10 hotel room just for a chance 
to lift a Gideon Bible. 
But most of America s millions 
of book thieves are happy ama­ 
teurs, who prefer to be known 
as “long-term borrowers.” And 
this softer term is often used by 
forgiving librarians who know 
how hard it is for some patrons 
to bring back a book they are 
having a long love affair with.
